In Missouri to day there arc live ap-

ple trues for every man, woman and

child In the state. This means that the
number Is 2,000,000 apple trees, and

that Missouri has 0,000,000 morr than
has Illinola, which la now second In

this regard. This in also twice as
many trees as the state had tun years
ago. When, In the beginning of the
season, the Missouri World's Fair Com-

mission decided to put on cold storage
1,000 barrels of Missouri apples, some

apprehension was felt as to the possi-bi'lt- y

of the project. Comparatively
very few apples were raised in thu
slate this year and many leading

thought It would be impossi-

ble to collect that amount. Superin-

tendent i. A. (ioodman, of the Depart-

ment of Horticulture, says, howover,
that the feat has been accomplished
readily. Mr. (Ioodman says that he
might with case have Increased the
collection. In making canvass of or-

chards, never was there a large quan-

tity forthcoming from one orchard, but
the great number of Mis-

souri trees made thu 1,000 barrels pos-

sible.

Horticultural Society at Columbia last
week, some one suggested the possibil-
ity of an overstocked apnlo market as
a futurity. The hortieulturiRtsdeeided
that It was out of the question. While
almint every other staple agricultural
product has cheapened In thu past forty
years, the price of apples has Increased,
for although the applu acrcugc of thu
United States lias increased 1.1 x:r

cent In ten years, the population has
Increased lit per cent. In addition to
tills, a large foreign market is being
one mid for American apples, a market
that has doubled Itself each year for
five years.

The rules of the school
cannot eontiol the conduct of pupils
after lliey i eturn home and arc under
the parental eye. Thu teacher Is

for all conduct on thu way
from fehool. The parent is responsi-
ble for conduct on tile way to school,
unless smeli conduct affects the school.
